Albert. Has Mild Weather 

Extremely mild weather lias pre¬ 
vailed in Alheita during the past 
two months. The weather records 
for the mouths of December and 
November show that the aveiage 
maximum temperature for Novem- 
i*er was 32 3 and the average mini¬ 
mum was 15 4, while the average 
maximum for December was 26.6 
and the average minimum was 14. 
On only three days in November 
did the thermometer register bekw 
zero and on two days in December.
